I'd appreciate any such names and other information Crawford may have because I may 
soon be looking for a second opinion, 1 hope not on the amputation of the legt 

They appear not to ftirtt favor this procedure at Georgetwon, although they used a 
form of it to try to remove the clots in the leg, Hy local doctor also has some questions 
about the use of the bal lo on technique where there is hardening of the arteries, % are. 
The surgeon a Georgetown is a fantastic man, with a deserved Intemation reputation. 
However, I am not encouraged by not being able to detect any progress in the month I’ve 
been home and some risk might well bd justified prior to amputation or as a substitute 
for it. So I'd appreciate anything Crawford might be able to provide so I can have a 
beginning for inquiry by my local doctor or me, especially if it leads to a Washington 
Hospital or Hopkins in ^al timore.
